Billon  Sous  and  Half  Sous  'Mi argues  of  Canada 
An  edict  of  Louis  XV,  of  France,  issued  at  Fontainebleau  in  October, 

1738,  authorized  mintage  of  Sou  Marques  from  all  mints  than  in  operation, 
the  coins  to  be  struck  of  billon,  silvered,  at  112  to  the  marc  (the  name 
"marc"  representing  a wei(^t,  corresponding  to  2lil:.'8^  grams) . The  denomina- 
tional terra  "sou"  had  no  fixed  meaning,  but  yias  generally  applied  to  a 
double- sol  piece,  the  value  of  Yhich,  reckoned  in  deniers,  often  varied 
from  time  to  time  and  place  to  place.  The  Sou  Marques  were  initially 
valued  at  21:  deniers  in  Canada  and  other  colonies,  even  as  in  France, 
but  this  valuation  was^  changed  ixcmr  timo  nAo^iJae . 


Not  all  the  French  mints  struck  the  Half  Sou  Marqtoe,  or  Sol  de  12 
Deniers,  and  most  of  them  are  dated  17U0.  It  is  believed  that  the  Half 
Sou  Marque  was  never  current  in  France,  only  in  the  colonies. 

In  Canada,  the  billon  Sous  and  Half  Sous  Mairq\ie8  were  the  small  change 
circulating  medim  until  the  British  conquest,  while  "playing  card"  money 
(wildly  inflated  towards  the  end)  formed  the  nearly  exclusive  monetary 
medium  for  denominations  of  7 sols  6 deniers  and  higher.  If  any  coins 
can  be  called  Canadian  money  before  the  establishment  of  British  authority,

the  Sou  Marques^  can.  Since  the  great  Territory  of  Lousiana  (purchased  by 
the  U.S.  in  1803)  was  generally  under  French  domination  prior  to  1763, 
these  thin  little  billon  coins  can  presumablj^^qualiiy  as  American  colon- 
ials, the  assujnption  being  that  some  srall  denomination  coins  had  to  be 
used  in  whatever  commercial  transactions  took  place^ln  that  thinly  popu- 
lated wilderness. 

Jbllowing  an  edict  of  1763  which  danonetized  Sous  Marques  in  Prance, 
the  coins  continued  to  circulate  in  various  French  colonies  for  some  years. 
However,  the  vast  majority  of  them  were  subsequently  recalled  and  counter- 
stasiped  with  a crowned  C (for  Colonies)  for  use  in  colonial  possessions 
other  than  Canada.

Numisnatically,  the  history  of  the  billon  Sous  and  Half  Sous  Marques  is 


a sad  one.  Breton,  like  almost  all  subsequent  writers  on  the  subject, 
was  careless  in  making  no  attempt  to  enumerate  knovm  dates  and  mintmarks 
for  the  series,  presumably  because  he  had  no  extensive  collection  of  them 
at  hand,  nor  did  records  exist  of  which  mints  struck  them  in  which  years. 

V.e  asked  our  old  friend,  Walter  Breen,  to  do  aome  basic  research  on  the 
following  lots,  a couple  of  years  ago,  when  he  was  in  New  York  for  the 
summer  months.  Breen  not  only  tackled  the  coins  with  enthtisiaam,  but 
he  developed  his  data  into  the  only  comprehensive  treatment  of  the  sub- 
ject ever  compiled,  complete  with  bibliography  and  a listing  of  dates, 
mintmarks  and  differents.

British  Colonial  Anchor  Money 

This  coinage  was  formulated  in  the  years  1817-19  as  a general  one, 
intended  for  circulation  in  all  dollar  using  Ijlritish  colonies,  prestm- 
ably  including  i' anada.  How  ;ver,  -sdien  first  struck  in  1820,  Uie  l/l6, 

1/8  and  J Dollar  coins  were  sent  to  Mauritius,  an  island  in  the  Indian 
Ocean.  In  the  following  year,  additional  coins  were  requested  for  Mauri- 
tius, as  was  a ^ Dollar  dencwiination.  This  coinage  was  dated  1822,  and 
a quantity,  consisting  of  the  three  lower  values,  was  also  forwarded  to 
the  British  possessions  in  the  West  Indies.  It  is  believed  that  many  of 
these  coins,  particularly  the  l/l6  Dollars  (Tfcich  were  a total  loss  in 
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the  West  Indies,  being  circulated  there  only  as  sixpence  or  1/20  Dollar 
apiece),  eventually  found  their  way  to  Canada,  as  many  have  been  dis- 
covered there.

Eveiy  detail  of  the  MacKennal  obverse  design  is  critically  and 
exactly  defined,  this  piece  having  received  the  maximun  impression  flr^m  the  obverse 
die.  Particularly  startling  is  the  milky  t^ite  sheen  of  the  obverse  field,  a charac- 
teristic of  the  semi-matte  proof  from  which  the  satin  finish  appellation  is  derived. 
The  subtly  tonod  reverse  lacks  the  brilliance  of  the  obverse,  this  semi-unique  speci- 
men presumably  having  laid  face-ijp  for  many  years.  Emanuel  Hahn’s  symbolic  reverse 
--deaits^  clearly  does  not  present  the  impact  of  the  ornate  and  finely  worked  obverse, 
but  all  of  the  pertinent  details  of  his  design  are  visible,  much  more  so  than  upon 
any  coin  struck  for  circulation.  There  is  a slight  softiiess  at  the  upper  center  of 
the  reverse  ('itiere  the  two  trees  meet  the  mound) , but  this  is  accoiuited  for  by  the 
excessive  fl.ow  of  planchet  metal  into  the  deeper  obverse  die.  The  beading,  on  both 
sides,  is  evenly  and  vividly  impressed,  res'ilting  in  somevAiat  beveled  borders,  botli 
obviously  atypical.  Pristine,  save  for  a few  microscopic  defects,  mainly  upon  the 
rims,  riany  of  which  are  a result  of  the  manufacturing  process,  A coin  of  stunning 


appearance  and  tremendoue  import.ince.  Only  one  other  krKrim  to  ufl,  and  that  serious- 
ly impaired.  Indirectly  obtained  from  Elizabeth  Vryn  Wood,  widow  of  Emanuel  Hahn. 

The  obverse  of  the  first  year  of  Canadian  silver  dollar  coinace  was  the  work  of 
3ir  Edcar  !3ertran  MacKennal,  an  Australian,  who  die(^  Emanuel  Hahn  was  a 

sculptor,  of  German  oirLcin,  who  cane  to  Canada  as  a child.  Ho  desired  the  fishing 
schooner  Hluenose  on  the  reverse  of  the  1937  ten  cents,  the  caribou  head  on  the 
reverse  of  the  twenty-five  cents  of  the  same  initial  issue,  the  house  of  parlia- 
ment on  the  reverse  of  the  1939  silver  dollar,  as  well  as  the  canoe  reverse  used 
on  the  dollars  of  George  V,  George  VI,  and  Elizabeth  II.  At  one  time  lie  was  an  in- 
structor at  the  Ontario  College  of  Art.  One  of  his  ptTpils  was  Elizabeth  Wyn  Wood, 
who  subsequently  became  his  wife.  In  1962,  Mrs  Hahn,  one  of  Canada's  leading  women 
sculptors,  wanted  to  exhibit  tho  original  plaster  models  from  vhich  hoap'-huabeadis 
coin  deeign  diss  were  prepared,  but  was  prevented  from  bringing  them  into  Detroit 
for  the  combined  AHA-C’^A  Convention,  and  had  to  di^lay  them  in  adjacent  Windsor, 

Ontario.  Subseq'aently,  Mrs.  Hahn  disposed  of  several  of  her  husband's  coins  to  a

Another  specimen  examined  weired  81.75 
grains.  The  1903  Nelson  reference  concerns  his  booklet  The  Coinage  of  William  Wood, 
1722-1733  ■rttiich  was  originally  published  in  Britton  with  blue  paper  covers.  This 
iTOrk  covered  the  coinage  for  Ireland,  the  American  Colonies,  and  the  Isle  of  Man. 
The  coin  here  offered  is  the  identical  exanple  used  for  the  illustration  on  Plate 
I.  The  1903  Nelson  booklet  was  reprinted  by  the  London  firm  of  ^ink  & Son,  Ltd. 
in  1959  with  a list  of  valuations.  The  1905  reference  in  our  attribution  is  from 
"The  Coinage  of  Ireland  in  Copper,  Tin,  and  Pewter,"  Philip  Nelson,  M.D.,  vhich 
appeared  on  pa^s  l69-*26ii  of  The  British  N-umismatic  Journal  (First  Series,  Vol.  1), 
complete  with  six  magnificent  collotype  plates.  This  article  appeared  the  same  year 
in  book  form,  and  was  handled  by  the  firm  of  A.  H.  Baldwin  in  London  and  W.  M.  Mur- 
phy in  Liverpool  (Dr.  Nelson  being  a resident  of  that  city).  In  1903  Dr.  Nelson 
thouf^t  this  piece  a pattern  for  an  English  coin.  By  1905,  he  had  discovered  a 
harp  behind  the  shield  (we  can't  see  it),  and  decided  it  was  an  Irish  piece.  Since 
the  reverse  lacks  the  word  "Hibernia"  along  with  any  obvious  evidence  of  a harp, 
and  becaiise  it  exists  only  in  Bath  Metal  (used  for  Wood's  Rosa  Americana  issues) 
we  believe  that  this  pattern  possesses  a strong  American  issue  intent  probability. 
For  the  uninitiated,  we  should  point  out  that  h^th  Metal  consisted  of  a mixture  of 
silver,  tutanaif^ie  and  brass,  the  predo;iiinant  component  being  brass,  and  was  ex- 
tremely difficult  to  vrork.  Lastly,  the  collection  of  Dr.  Nelson  was  purchased  by 
Hillyer  Ryder,  and  upon  disposition  of  the  Ryder  Estate  by  V.ajrte  Raymond  over  tTOn- 
ty  yefirs  tii'p,  was  sold  intact  to  F.  C.  C.  Pioyd.

We  have  illustrated  both  the  obverse  and  reverse  of  this  coin  in  enlargement,  as  the 
Newman  illustration  for  reverse  E (on  Plate  TV  of  his  original  publication)  is  in- 
correct. It  does  not  match  his  description  on  page  Ui.  In  his  description  of  reverse 
E,  Mr,  Neirian  states  that  the  "V  is  low  and  close  to  leaf."  Actually,  it  touches  the 
leaf.  The  original  Newnan  reference  on  this  series  was  entitled  Coinage  for  Colonial 
Virginia,*  it  was  published  as  A.N.S.  Monograph  'to.  135  in  1956.  Additions,  clarifica- 
tions and  corrections  appeared  a few  years  ago  in  Musein  Notes  X,  The  American  Ntnis- 
matic  Gociety,  as  "Additions  to  Coinage  for  Colonial  Virginia."

Subsequently,  Either  did 
some  engraving  work  on  the  plates  used  to  prtnt  Penns:/lveinia  Colonial  Currency  (com- 
mencing with  the  Apjril  3,  1772  issue) , but  later  became  involved  in  Tory  cotmtar- 
feiting  activities  and  was  accused  of  hi^  treason  on  Jime  25,  1778  in  a proclacuu- 
tion  of  the  Supreme  Executive  Council  of  Pennsylvania.

In  George  Washington  Inaugural 
Duttons  & Medalets  1789  fic  1793,  J.  H,  Cobb,  Hamden,  Conn,,  1963,  the  two  variants 
(one  die)  are  listed  as  20  and  20a,  Mr,  Cobb  considers  the  Pater  Patriae  one  of  the 
major  rarities  in  the  Washingrton  Inaugural  Button  series,  and  states  that  only  four 
specimens  are  known  to  him  with  another  reported.  One  of  these  is  omed  by  George 
Fhld,  and  is  illustrated  by  him  on  plate  (12)  of  the  Kraiise  repirint  of  Baker  (see 
the  reference  to  this  v.’ork  following  lot  Ii69) , The  regtiar  Pater  Patriae  button  has 
the  portrait  and  inscriptions  incuse  and  is  found  in  silvered  copper  both  as  a solid 
piece  and  as  a shell.

genuine  and  presiiraably  unique  early  mint  error  of  extreme  interest.  A show  piece 
of  hi^  caliber,  and  as  such  worth  a good  price. 

Since  there  are  no  si.gns  of  double  striking  on  the  reverse,  we  can  conclude 
that  the  reverse  was  the  lower  die,  on  which  the  coin  rested,  and  that  the  ur^per 
die  experienced  the  malpositioning,  presumably  by  reason  of  a sot  screw  becoming 
loose.  As  the  die  would  have  fallen  out  of  the  press  in  a few  minutes  (perhaps 
only  after  another  couple  of  impressions),  we  can  safely  ass’ime  that  the  press 
operator  noticed  the  accident  and  reset  the  obverse  die  almost  immediately.  This 
coin  occasioned  much  discussion  and  controversy  when  discovered,  and  resulted  in 
considerable  correspondence  to  editor  Jim  Johnson's  "Collectors*  Clearinghouse" 
pages  in  Coin  World.  The  Sidney,  Ohio  publication  had  the  piece  photographed  in 
enlargement,  and  these  photographs  appeared  on  page  66  of  the  Dec.  23,  19^h  issue, 
and  on  page  89  of  the  Feb.  10,  1965  Coin  World,  together  with  extensive  T/rite-ips. 
The  second  commentary  involved  a detailed  analysis  of  the  coin  and  how  it  was  made 
by  guest  columnist  Paul  H.  Munson,  sitting  in  for  James  G.  Johnson,  in  Johnson's 
"Fair  to  Very  Fine"  column.  While  Mr.  Munson's  conclusions  concerning  how  this 
oddity  came  to  be  differ  from  oxirs,  he  concurs  that  it  is  genuine  in  all  respects. 
Included  with  this  lot  are  copies  of  the  two  mentioned  pages  from  Coin  World,  plus 
a set  of  the  five  enlarged  photographic  prints  illustrating  the  coin,  made  for  Mr. 
Johnson.
